WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.— A new 
construction of the Monroe doctrine 
from the German point of view* may 
be put tip to the state department 
and President Wilson if this govern­ 
ment attempts in the slightest de­ 
gree to interfere with shipments of 
coal and other contraband of war 
to German vessels from South Amer­ 
ican countries.

' the principal factors in determining 
reasonable freight rates was the bur­ 
den of an argument 
by 
Halford 
Erickson of the Wisconsin railroad 
commission in an address before the 
Western Economic association today. 
He said that in actual practice the 
“cost principle does not seem to be 
j regularly adhered to” and then pro- 
I reeded to a discussion of the princi- 
! pies used by some railroads and com- 
I mission popularly know n as “ value 
j of the service” and “ what the traf­ 
fic will bear” methods. 
“The ‘value of the service princi­ 
ple* is held by those who argue for 
the greatest freedom in rate making 
or who are against any restrictions 
therein,’ 
declared 
Mr. 
Erickson. 
“This basis is admirably adapted to 
rate making under the non-interfer­ 
ence policy, and when conditions are 
such that the carriers have only their 
interests to look after.” He thought 
that the basis what the traffic will 
bear’ was elusive. 
A Scien tific System 
“The cost of the service basis, on 
I the other hand, is, as a rule advocat­ 
ed by those whose aim is to develop 
I more scientific systems of rate mak- 
) ing than those now in effect,” con- 
j tinned Mr. Erickson, “ and who are 
I considering the interests of the pub- 
! lie as well as those of the carrier. 
This basis recognizes the importance 
of distance in rate making and often 
I leads to the adoption of distance tar- 
! iff rates, modified as far as neces- 
I eary by established commercial con- 
' ditions. 
This system is coming into 
greater and greater use, even where 
as a system it is quite generally de- 
| nounced.” 
Tan (Jet Fact* 
Mr. Erickson took issue with those 


j who argue that the approximate cost 
• of a service cannot be determined be- 
• cause the complications in railroad j 
I accounts will not lend themselves to 
j proper allocations of expense items. 
| In a detailed analysis he showed by 
»figures how the Wisconsin railroad 
{commission separates accounts to de- 
j termine the cost of handling freight 


j both as to distance and at the ter- 
j minals. 
He pointed out that the 
movement expense in handling “ way 
; freight” was greater than in handling 
j “through freight.” 
Accuracy Possible 
“ In general it is possible to deter­ 
mine the cost of the service w’ith suf- 
, ficient accuracy for most practicable 
I purposes,” said Mr. Erickson. “ It is 
, plain that freight rates under normal 
i conditions are reasonable when they 
; are based upon the reasonable cost 
i of the service, and when such cost 
I is apportioned to individual classes 
of consumers upon the value of ser- 
j vice principle and upon such other 
S principles as are founded in com- 
i mercial conditions and in public pol- 
i icy.” 
j 
Commissioner Erickson is reeog- 
j inzed throughout the country as the 
j leading exponent of the “cost of the 
service” principle as a basis in rate 
making. 
His paper was largely an 
exposition of many of the principles 
that have been applied in the meth­ 
ods of rate making in Wisconsin.

“ I don’t believe in advertising,” some merchants say when they are 
asked to tell people about their goods in the columns of the local paper. 
They think they mean it. 
But do they? What is advertising? So far as 
the retail dealer is concerned, advertising is anything he says or does to 
help in the sale of his goods, apart from his direct personal, face-to-face 
solicitation of the business of those who come into his store. 
Consider 
for a moment the store of Mr. Dealer who "doesn’t believe in advertis­ 
ing.” 
Above the door is a big sign with the name and business in bold 
gilt letters. 
What is it for? 
To tell the people that this is Mr. Dealers 
store and that 
handles a certain kind of goods. 
Advertising Cer­ 
tainly, and a most efficient form of advertising. Next, examine the show 
windows. 
They contain displays of goods carefully arranged to attract 
the eye of the passerby. 
Why? 
In order to give public notice of the 
goods carried in the store and to suggest the buying thought to those who 
see the display. 
Once more Mr. Dealer is advertising most effectively. 
Step inside the store. 
The goods are arranged attractively on the 
walls and in the show cases. 
And for one obvious reason: to show to 
store visitors what the store has in stock and to tempt the money out of 
the visitors’ pocket books. 
This is advertising pure and simple. 
It can 
go by no other name. 
Note, too, the signs, banners, wall hangers, cut­ 
outs, and other notices of various kinds displayed 
around 
the 
store. 
What is their purpose? 
To help in the sale of store’s goods. 
Advertising 
— nothing else. 
And w*hy this atmosphere of service, these evidences of cleanness, 
these courteous clerks, and the other tilings that make people like to 
trade in the store? 
Is it possible that they all have an advertising pur­ 
pose? 
The truth is that every man who sells a dollar s worth of goods 
is an advertiser whether he knows it or not. 
The man who says he doesn t believe in advertising doesn’t know 
what he is talking about. 
If he really believed what he says, he would 
tear down his sign, board up his windows, cover up his shelves, make 
kindling out of his store fixtures, and do business with i n t e n d i n g custom­ 
ers through a hole in the wall. 
Newspaper advertising is only one form of advertising; all forms are 
good and they all work together to one end— the sale of goods. 
The m erchant who is looking forward the largest success can no 
more do without newspaper advertising than he can do without his sign, 
his store windows, his display of goods, his service, bis courteous clerks, 
his reputation, and the thousand and one other things that go to make 
up advertising. 
Newspaper advertising is a modern necessity, and the merchant who 
refuses to limit his business horizon doesn’t try to fool himself by 
thinking that he can get along without it.

curtail if not destroy the monopoly 
of liquid fluid by the oil trust.
